GUARDS SURROUND CZAR. 


Keeps in Hiding While King of 
England Rides in Open; Kais- 
er Busy Changing Uniforms. 


[BY CABLE TO THP CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, May 22.—Three emperors, rulers 
over more than 600,000,000 persons, and whose, 
domaine cover two-thirds of the area of the 
globe, met today when Emperor William of 
Germany and George, Emperor of India, 
embrac:d and greeted Nicholas [II., emperor 
of Russia, on the platform of the Anhalter 
station. 

Two .of the men are guests of the third. 
They have come to Berlin for the wedding on 
Saturday of the Kaiser's daughter, Princess 
Victoria. Latise, to Prince Ernst, son of the 
Duke of Cumberiand. 

The reception of the two monarche was 
curiously alike, but King George yesterday 
and Empercr Nicholas today emphasized 
strongly the dissimilarity and strange d- 
versity between their lives and home sur- 
roundings and the relations between them 
and their peoples. 


Anxious Subjects Guard Czar. 

The czar of all the Russias éntered the 
kaiser’s capital hedged about by hundreds 
of his anxious subjects, who preceded him 
from St. Petersburg to make the journey 
safe and “assist the German authorities” 
in shielding him from the bomb attacks. 

He drove between lines of soldiers stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder with fixed bayonets 
along a route literally swarming with police 
in uniform and plain -clothes. 

At the same time King George was driving 
through side streets back to the palace in an 
open motor car without an escore or guard 
of any kind. 

Except for a brief half hour the czar re- 
mained in seclusion within the shelter of the 
palace walls throughout the day, while King 
George and Queen Mary motored to the 
Grunewald racetrack through several miles 
of -streets lined with thousands of school 
children and adults. 


Kaiser Busy Changing Uniforms. 

It was a day of royal entries into Berlin 
and the kaiser was kept busy all day welcom- 
ing his guests at the station. The emperor 
was forced to change his uniform thrice in 
less than three hours as a compliment to 
the visitors. 

He received the aged Grand Duchess Luise 
of Baden. as a colonel of infantry at b oclock. 
A few minutes before 11 he welcomed the 
Duke and Duchess of Cumberland, Prince 
Wilhelm of Hohttenzollern, and Princesse Aug- 
usta Victoria, the fiancé of King Manuel of 
Portugal, in the uniform of a Prissian gen- 
eral. Not having time to return tothe palace, 
he made a quick transformation fn the royal 
waiting room to receive the czaf as a Rus- 
sian colonel. 

There was an animated picture in and 
around the Anhalter station all morning. A 
bewildering array of colors was seen on the 
platform when the Duke and Duchess of 
Cumberland arrived. There was not a man 
there in civilian garb. Unifornis of green, 
red, blue, and gold..were seen on every side.

| Precautions to Guard Czar. 

A few minutes later the scene was changed 
The police worked a transformation and the 
streets around the station were cleared as if 
they had been swept by a brooni. The peo- 
ple were not allowed to stand even in their 
doorways across the street. The station, 


ly, became absolutely deserted. 

Along the railroad track, commencing in- 
side the big shed. there was a soldier with a 
rifle loaded with ball cartridge every fifty 
yards, this line of troops extendifig along the 
railroad for twenty-five miles ta Kustrin to 
guard the czar. 

Ir every niche of the wall at the station 
stood a policeman, while detéctives dis- 
guised as porters and station attachés, some 
in silk hats and long coats, hovered about in 
the vicinity. This vigilance and the presence 
of a multitude of detectives now in the city 
were due toa report that two Rusgian anarch- 
iste living in Paris had started for Germany 
yesterday. 

Chief of Police Jagow was present, but the 
entire policing of the route and the arrange- 
ments for the safety of the czar were taken 
over at the last moment by the military 
governor of Berlin, under whom the police 
acted. 

Besides the military posted along the route 
of less than a mile from the station to the 
palace 
and 700 in plain clothes. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon the czar, ac- 
companied by King George and Queen Mary 
and their suite, called upon Prince Henry of 
Prussia and his wife to congratulate the cou- 
ple om their silver wedding anniversary. 


Kaiser Host at Banquet. 

The Kaiser gave a banquet at the palace 
tonight to the wedding guests and the diplo- 
matic corps,including Ambassador Leishman 
and, Capt. Niblack, the naval attaché of the 
American embassy. The banquet is aaid to 
have been the most magnificent affair of the 
kind every given by the Kalsef. 

Thé@ only accident. which marred the fes- 
tivities attending the arrival of the royal 
wedding guests occurred when the automo- 
bile, in which the Duke of Cumberland was 
driving in front of the plaza, ran down a boy 
of 13.

For the firat time since he was appointed to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
in 1905, Judge William H. Seaman yesterday 
| doffed the black gown of the higher tribunal 
‘and sat as a trial judge in the United States 
District court. 

The innovation was brought about 
through the new law, under which Circuit 
court judges may be assigned as trial judges 
in district courts, where the docket is too 
crowded to be expedited by the regular dis- 
trict judge. Judge Seaman was assigned to 
the District court by Judge Baker, presiding.

Fear Fixing of Different Standard 


‘Washington, D. C., May 22.—[Spectal.}—An 
entirely new Japanese war cloud has been 
sighted by the Silk Aesociation of America, 
‘which filed with the senate finance committee 
today an argument ageinst the levying of 
ad valorem instead of specific duties on im- 
portea silks.

ment at Lecturer, . <>

‘ @fedison, Wis, May 22.—(Special.}—One 
red new freshmen, loaded with note- 
pooks, pendils, and cigars, straggled across 
the University of Wisconain campus at 9:36 
this morning. They were half an hour late 
to classes, but they did not find the doors of 

@e classrooms closed against them. 

The hundred, of whose extraordinary priv- 
jege the rest of the etudent body showed 
gome jealousy, were Mayors Biankenburg of 
Philadelphie and Riddle of Atlantic City, 
with the assortment of mature and promi- 
nent men from Boston, New York, and Phil- 
geéelphia who ere here to learn from a univer- 
gty how toruna city, 

The faculty appeared to take {t for granted 
tbe Philadelphians would be late, for there 
qwes no protest when the last stragglers came 
te after Dean Reber’s opening lecture was 
well under way. The ¢tudents showed a 
maximum of interest, paying close attention 
end interrupting with frequent questions. 

Municipal Economy Main Topic. 

The principal lessons were given by the 
educators connected with the university ex- 
tensi6n bureau, under whose direction is 
the work in municipal economy. 

Prof. John Lewis Gillin, secretary of the 
department of general information and wel- 
fare, explained in considerable detail how 
the bureau collects its data and distributes 
information on state and county betterment. 

\ There has been developed a big group of 
gources, mainly civic organizations all over 
the world, willing to give to other cities. 
the benefit of their own experiences in the 
entire field of municipal government. The 
reports are collected and classified. indexed 
and made to form part of the bulletins that 
are eventually issuéed-by the bureau. 

“Tet me point out,” said Prof. Gillin, 
“that the name of the university—exten- 
gos is no misnomer. We take particular 

to recommend no plan, but only to 
present full information about it. We do 
not advocate, we teach. In addition to the 
bylletin service we have conferences in which 
we can give closer information than is pos- 
gible in bulletins. 

Consider Needs of Localities. 

“We maintain an extensive individuae)] vor- 
respondence system dealing with the pecu- 
Har needs of each locality. We have our 
trained technical experts, who are frequently 
asked to go to the cities and present their 
findings to the city officials.‘ The possibin- 
ties of the work are tremendous and a good 
gee! of it is being achieved today.”’ 

In the corridor. outside the classroom ie 
hung an exhibit on municipal work issued by 
the Chicago Schoolo of- Civics and Philan- 
thropy, information from which has been 
taken for the bureau's work. 

Other experts from the bureau spoke this 
afternoon and a program, consisting of groun 
studies, announced. Then Mayor Blanken- 
burg and the other “ boys” put their note 
books in their pockets, turned their het brims 
up or down in approved college fashion, and 
marched from the hall to the big upper 
‘tampus leading dowm from the main building 
toward the capitol. ' 

Loud Yells from Student Body. 

As soon as the new “ freshmen ’’ reached 
the open there were loud yells from the real 
Student body. the less respectful ones stand- 
ing behind pillars and inquiring whether the 
gray haired collegians had bought their 
freshmen caps. Around the Lincoln monu- 
ment that faces the capitol pranced the stu- 
dent band, uniformed and vigorously harmo- 
nious. 

President Van Hise led the party to the 
foot of the monument and there were cries 
for a speech. 

Gray haired Mayor Blankenburg waited 
until he had been given a ‘“skyrocket,” and 
then talked earnestly to his fellow students. 

“After this morning’s work,’ he _ said, 
“T've decided that I’m about as ignorant as 
I was when I was born. But I know it, so 
there's hope. 

“More people suffer from the misgovern- 
ment—the maladministration of municipali- 
ties—than from any other cause. It is our aim 
to make people look on the business of the 
eity just as on the business of an individual 
corporation. Our company, Philadelphia, has 
1,625,000 stockholders, and they have a right 
to know what the company is doing. But 
when you have a political administration in- 
stead of a business administration trouble 
begins, and trouble never ends.”

HOLD UP PLEDGED LAWS, 


I. and R., Abolishment of Tax 
Board, Primary Reforms, 
and Game Bill Dead. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, lll.. May 22—[Special.}—Hope 
for real legislation, aside from the necessary 
appropriation bills, has been abandoned so 
far as the regular session of the general as- 
sembly is concermed. The strategic moves 
being undertaken by senate and housé are 
made in an attempt to minimize the effect of 
the appeal to the people which Gov. Dunne 
proposes ih summoning an extra session of 
the legislature. 

It is fairly well established that the initia- 
tive and referendum is dead for this eession. 
Along with it goes the administration revenue 
act amendment abolishing the state board 
of equalization, the proposed amendments 
to the primary laws, and the bulk of the 
Dunne in his 
inaugural message. 

The house last night kicked overboard the 
Hay bili) providing for a legislative commis- 
sion. The Republicane think word came 
from the executive office that it would be an 
infringement on the prerogatives of the gov- 
ernor to have such a law on the books. Bya 
strictly party vote the bill was taken from 
the third reading calendar and sent back to 
the judiciary committee, of which Repre- 
sentative Karch is the chairman. 


Hold Up Fish and Game Bill. 

The senate in pert retaliated today and re- 
fused to pass the administration bill com- 
bining the ush and game departments. This 
was the bill which grew out of the spectacu- 
lar deposing of the fish and game wardens 
and which provided for consolidation of 
everything connected therewith, including 
the turnover of the steamer Illinois to the 
naval reserves. 

The bill, called up by the Democrats as 
an administration measure this morning in 
the senate, failed of passage, and it is now 
the understanding that no administration 
bill will get by the senate until the executive 
orders to the house to stop action on the Hay 
bill are countermanded. 

The net result is that there is a deadlock 
between the two houses not alleviated in the 
slightest by the house attitude on the county 
optiom bille and kindred liquor legislation. 

The big appropriation bills will be out of 
committee during the coming week and @ 
joint resolution for a sine die adjournment 
for June 18 in all probability will be adopted

St. Louis, Mo,, May 22.—Floyd J. Sloan,

John R. Noel, Who Suggests Innovation, 
Believes Plan Would Help in Teach- 
ing Methods of Finance. 


Miniature savings banke may be estab- 
lished in the public schools ag an incentive 
to thrift among echool children and for the 
purpose of teaching children methods of 
banking. 

Joseph R. Noel. president of the North 
West State bank, and vice president for II- 
linois of the American Banking association, 
appeared before the school management com- 
mittee of the board of education yesterday 
urging the adoption of the school savings 
bank.

Conklin of the North West Sate bank, and 
Oharles E. Schick, cashier of the North Ave- 
nue State bank. 

When the pupil's balance reaches $5 he is 
supposed to withdraw the account and. de- 
posit it in a regular bank, according to the 
plan.

It passed the 
Pennsylvenia-Burlington Union depot bill, 
already through the senate, after Representa- 
tive Medill McCormick had informed the 
house the Pennsylvania had agreed to pay 
in the full $50,000 fee for incorporation with- 
out question. 

At the afternoon session the bulk of the 
second reading bills were sent to third read- 
ing without question. One of them was the 
Lee O'Neil Browne libel bill, againet which 
no objection was raised.

Extracts Relate Sufferings of| 


Germans Who Sought the 
Northeast Passage. ~~ 


FORCED QUIT SHIP. 
Party Split and Three Members 
Were Missing on Dec. 24; 


Another Lost a Foot. 


BERLIN, May 22.—A description of the 
terrible suffering; undergone by the mem- 
bers of the German arctic expedition. com- 
manded by Lieut. Schroeder-Stranz, which 
met disaster in Spitzbergen, is civen in the 
diary of the artist Herr Rave, one of those 
reacued. a 

He telegraphed extracts to Berlin today 
from Advent bay, giving details of the move- 
ments of the expedition after ite members 
had abandoned their vessel, the Herzog 
Ernst, Sept. 21, 1912. 

Extracts from Diary Incomplete. 

The extracts in some places are incomplete 
and almost incoherent. They say: 

“The proposal to abandon the ship came 
from Capt. Ritschel at the beginning of Sep- 
tember. The vessel then had provisions for 
four months, besides a large supply of con- 
densed foods, and it was otherwise well 
equipped. 

“The party started for Advent bay and 
reached a hut on Wijde bay on Oct.4. Dr. 
Rudiger, the oceanographer, wae suffering 
then from a half frozen foot, two of his toes 
being in bad condition. I offered to remain 
with him there until the others could bring 
back help. The hut contained a month's pro- 
visions. 


Melted Fat for Light. 

“Dr. Rudiger and I were without tools, 
sleeping baga, or lights. I melted some fat 
and made lights and fashioned some sleep- 
ing bags from salted skins which I found in 
the hut. Dr. Rudiger’s foot became worse 
and there were no more bandage materials. 

“The provisions ran out and we left the 
hut Nov. 28, hoping to regain the ship. We 
suffered severely, having nothing to drink, 
but we finally reached a hut at Mossel bay, 
where we found some hard and moldy bread. 

“We remained there three days during a 
storm and then started again for the ship, 
guiding ourselves by the stars. We arrived 
at the ship on Dec. 1. 


Dr. Rudger’s Foot Amputated. 

“Dr. Rudiger meanwhile had suffered 
greatly, two more of his toes and four 
fingers having been frozen, while his foot 
became so bad that it had to be amputated. 

* The guides and sailors of the expedition 
returned unexpectedly to the ship Dec. 24, 
reporting the loss of Eberhart. They had 
no news of Dr. BDettmers or Dr. Moeser, the 
botanist. They said Capt. Ritschel had 
gone on alone to Advent bay. 

“ Stave died Feb. 24 and the Norwegian 
relief expedition, commanded by Capt. Stax- 
rud, appeared April 21.” 

The expedition started last summer under 
the patronage of the Duke of Altenbu§z 
with the object of finding the Northeast 
Passage. .

Testimony in the Storke case was com- 
pleted yesterday. Judge Carpenter an- 
nounced he will hear arguments within a 
week or ten days. He,.then adjourned court 
and left for a trip to St. Louis.

Mrs Laura G. Rogers of Milwaukee, grand- 


mother of Butler R. Storke of Oak Park, the 
“ boy wizard of finance,” again was put oa 
the stand during the day. She is suing the 
Netional City bank and eight other defend- 
ants for the recovery of $380,000 worth of 
property she tranaferred to the bank in the 
belief that this was the only way to save 
. young Storke from prison. 

He rebuttal testimony purported to show 
that she had little or no knowledge of the 
nature of the papers she signed in Milwaukee 
at the time she turned over the property. 
She denied the testimony of L. H. Grimme. 
former cashier of the bank, that she read the 
pepers carefully after putting on her glasses. 
She said she had never worn giasses. 


Springs a Surprise. 

The complainants sprung a surprise by the 
testimony of Ira T. McReady, a manufac- 
turer. His story gn the witness stand held 
up young Storke in the role of trying to save 
Grimme from losing his job as cashier. 

“Storke and Grimme came to my office 
on March 1 and Storke asked meif I would 
lend him $20,000," said McReady. “I asked 
him what he wanted it for, and he sai4 
Grimme was in trouble and as he was a 
friend of Grimme’s he wanted to help him 
out. 

“ Grimme then explained that $30,000 worth 
of checks in the National City bank had been 
paid by him by mistake, and that umless 
the matter could be straightened out he 
would be sure to lose his job 

“I then asked Grimme if Storke was re- 
sponsible andfhe said ‘No.’ T said I didn’t 
feel myself justified in lending that amount 
of money just to help out a friend of Storke. 
As they left my office Grimme gala to Storke. 
* Well, you've got to find some one to help 
me out of this.’ ”’ 


Broker’s Attorney Testifies. 

Additional financial operations of Storke 
were revealed by the testimony of H. H. Bar- 
num, attormey for Emil Wagner, a broker. 
According to Barnum, Storke called up Wae- 
net several times and arranged for stock 
transactions. Wagner, the witness said, be- 
lieved Storke was operating with the author: 
ity of Russell, Brewster & Co. Storke had 
told the broker was employed by that 
eoncern. 

On the strength of these statements Storke 
was permitted to take a ‘‘flier’’ in certain 
stocks, with the result that he incurred lia- 
bilities of $10,000. It then developed that 
Storke, and not Russell, Brewster & Co., was 
responsible for the lossee. Storke at this 
time held in trust $20,000 worth of stock which 
he turned over to cover the liability.

Rothschild’s Play a Hopeless Failure. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


LONDON, May 22.—When “ Creesus,” the play 
by Dr. Henri de Rothschild (which has been the 
cause of the bitter war between the American 
manager Salter Hansen and Arthur Bourchier), 
was produced this evening at the Garrick the- 
ater it was evident from the quality of it that 
the fight between Hansen and Bourchier has 
been waged for possession of the millionaire 
rather than his work. First nighters were unan- 
imous in pronouncing the play one of the most 
hopeless put on the stage even in this season of 
bad plays. 

The play itself, the plot of which is bad, is 
dull and the dialogue worse. Bourchier did 
nothing. Mme. Dorziat also had practically 
nothing to do. Marjérie Waterlow, in the un- 
pleasant part of the Midinette, was the only one 
to come through even in a slight degree. There 
was some booing at the close, but also consid- 
erable applause. Dr. de Rothschild appeared on 
the stage looking well satisfied with his work. 
The critics envied him a state of mind which 
they were unable to snare. 

When the hearing of Hansen's application for 
an injunction restraining Bourchier from pro- 
ducing the play was resumed in court today 
Justice Williams decided that both parties were 
in the wrong, but that it would not be to the 
advantage of either party to restrain the Eing- 
lish actor from producing the play. He would 
not say more than was apsolutely necessary, be. 
cause there are several actions pending in the 
case against one party or the other.

souls his church cannot evade responsibility.”

The question of the relation of the southern 
church to the federal counci] of the churches of 
Christ in America which was declared to hold 
to the southern general assembly the same ab- 
sorbing interest that the relation to Union 
Theological seminary held to the northern 
church, culminated today in a vote of 138 to 27 
to remain in the federal council. The question 
had been the center of debate for two days and 
was theological in its character. 

The federal council was charged with exalting 
social service at the expense of spiritual re- 
ligion. 

Dr. Shailer Mathews, dean of the divinity 
school of the University of Chicago and presl- 
dent of the federal council, was charged with 
heresy. When the vote was announced as fa- 
vorable to remaining in the council, Dr. W. M, 
McPheeters of the Columbia Theological sem!- 
nary, South Carolina, arose and declared his pur- 
pose of withdrawing from the assembly, saying 
that he could not otherwise be loyal to his own 
presbytery. Dr. MecPheeters walked down the 
aisle and out into the corridor, but his purpose 
to withdraw was voted down and he later re- 
turned. 

Dr. Thornton Whaling, also of the Columbla 
(S. C.) Theological faculty, defended the ortho- 
doxy of Dr, Shailer Mathews, saying that he had 
both read and taught books which Dr. Mathews 
had. written and that he considered Dr. Math- 
ews’ books free from every taint of heresy. 

Dr. W. 8. Plumer Bryan, although a member 
of the northern assembly, was given credit for 
having done much to hold the southern church 
to the federal council] by a proposal which he

Tells of South American Conditions. 


Prof. Rollin D. Salisbury of the University of 
Chicago told the Wisconsin society at the Mid- 
day club last night of the conditions in South 
America from Panama around Cape Horn to 
Panama again. 

The professor traveled through all the various 
countries and studied the natives and their work. 
The agricultural communities, he said, are far 
behind the United States. The people are indo- 
lent and refuse to adopt modern methods. The 
speaker dwelt most largely on Patagonia, where 
he made the longest stay. His lecture was illus- 
trated with stereopticon views. 

“The character and the knowledge of the peo- 
ple.” said the lecturer, “is illustrated best in 
the way they use their horses or oxen. No mat- 
ter the size of the load, the farmer hitches all 
the oxen or horses he has to the cart or plow. 
His idea is that the animals like company. The 
possibilities for agriculture and industry in 
Patagonia are unlimited if the people were 
thrifty. 

“ Practically all the manufactured products of 
the country are made from raw products sent 
out from the country and then bought back.”
